DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed 6/1 4/201 0. Claims 1 - 
38, 43-52 and 54-58 are now pending. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Thomas Langer on 7/1/2010. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 13, line 3, change "which a" to - which is a -; 

Claim 24, line 2, change "filler carbon" to - filler is carbon --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-38, 43-52 and 54-58 are allowed. 



5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable over the closest reference: Soehnen et al. (EP 

1270657). 
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Soehnen et al. disclose a rubber composition containing 30 to 90 phr of styrene 
butadiene copolymer, 1 0 to 70 phr of diene rubbers, 20 to 1 00 phr of silica, 1 to 1 5 phr 
of a silane coupling agent, 5 to 60 phr of a softener selected from naphthenic mineral oil 
softeners, MES and TDAE, 0.5 to 2.0 phr of sulphur, and vulcanization accelerators 
(claim 1, [0030]). 

Thus, Soehnen et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed rubber 
composition based on a diene elastomer, a reinforcing filler, a plasticizing system and a 
cross-linking system, wherein said plasticizing system comprises (phr = parts by weight 
per hundred parts of elastomer): between 5 and 35 phr of an MES or TDAE oil; and 
between 5 and 35 phr of a polylimonene resin . 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
